As stated o lat Baturday's Brau there were
several Ore companies organised in the fall of
1804, and during the war of 1812 they dis-
banded,ae he revived after the close of the war.
The Columbia Company on Capitol Hill was

Oee of these, and during the sixty years pre-
eding the organization of the present system,
with the ezception of the hiatus during the
war of 1812,it existed almostcontinuously under
that name. Prior to that war it is stated that
the- apparatus was kept in a small frame build-
ing of one story about on the site of the statue
of Washington, east of the masin portico of the
Capitol. and this was destroyed by Are when
the British burned the Capitol.

asomesamzzn is 1815.
That it was reorganised in 1815 is certain,

bus the books and papers of the company were

destroyed in the destruction of the residence
of John T. Frost. the secretary. by Are in 1817.
Among the archives resurrected by the Veteran
Volunteer Firemen's Association are the books
of the Columbia. dating back to January, 1818.
The entry of this date slates "At a meeting of
the citizens of the third ward at Queen's Hotel
for the purpose of forming a ire company Mr.
Daniel sapine was called to the chair and John
P. Ingle appointed seeretary, and they were

apointed a committee to prepare articles for
the government of the association. These ar-
ticle, were reported. considered, amended and
adopted. They provided, besides a president,
Ac., for the election of eight engineers,
four axmen, four laddermen, six sen-
tinels and four house or furniture
men, a total of twenty-six men. The engineer's
duties were to take charge of the engine and
apparatus. on every just alarm to have the
engine brought to theplace of fire and afterward,
at the expense of the company, safely remurn it
to the engine house," Ac. 'lAw sentinels were
charged with the afe' keeping of property re-
moved from 1kres and keeping unknown and
suspicious characters from entering houses on
2re. The president. vice president, secretary
and treasurer were thehouse or furniture men,
whose duty was to move property and deliver
it to the sentinels or place it in sate places. In
caseofa re in the third- ward the property of
members or contributors to the company were

always to have decided preference and their
services were to be rendered in any part of the
city.

Oklahomna Infested With Thieves, Who ar.

Now to Be Exterminated.
Ever since the openingof Oklahomaterritory

the people have been troubled by the depreda-
tions of outlaws, who were at first supposed to
be Indinns, but who have since been discovered
to be white men and half-breeds who swarmed
in to take advantage of the opportunity for
plunder. The mountains and heavily timbered
river bottoms afford a shelter for these thieves,
where they are almost absolutely safe from
pursuit. The United States marshals have
been almost powerless, and, while they have
occasionally captured one of the felons, the
bandits have more than ,"vened the score,
fifteen efficershaving beenmurdered withinthe
past two years by these outlaws.

The campaign will be pushed in such a mannier
that the whole portion of the territory Infested
by the robbers will be caretully searebe4 and
wherever there is the slightest resistance offered
with arms the mets so resisting will be shot
down before they can murder the onlcers.

It is esstamaed by the marshals that there arenew within the limits of the territory not less
than 1.000 men who are making their living bydepredations on the mettlera, and itis those msen
the o3.ens are after.
